Lonpon, Oct. 9.—The stock market 
this morning was the scene of wild 
excitement. The quotations were en- 
tirely nominal. Canadian Pacific de- 
clined 1 per cent. from last evening’s 
closing price, Erie 1'4, Erie second 
consols 144, Illinois Central 444, Mex- 
ican ordinary 14, St. Paul common 2, 
New York Central 1'4, Pennsylvania 
\6, Reading 34. 

Lonpon, Oct. 9.—4 Pp. m.—A large 
amount of stocks was thrown on the 
market throngh forced sales. This 
induced many fai.ures, and to mor- 
row’s settlements are very anxiously 
awaited. Consols are 94 15-16 for 
money and 9514 for account. Bullion 
in the Bank of England-has decreased 
£658,000 during the past week. The 
proportion of the bank reserve to its 
liability for the past week was 33.51 
per cent., and is now 31.51 per cent. 
The stock market rallied and closed 


~ | stronger. 


New York, Oct. 9.—The excite- 
ment on the London Stock Exchance 
did not materially affect the market 
here. Large sales of Western Union 
were made during the first hour. Ten 
thousand shares were sold the first 
hour and the price fell to 5914. This 
was followed by unloading for other 
accounts in Burlington, Rock Island, 
Illinois Central and Richmond termi- 
nals. There were also heavy sales of 
bonds for the accounts of weak hold- 
ers, covering shorts, and some sup- 
porting orders caused a rally and a 
decided im provement toward noon. 
Every one posted on the stock mar- 
ket conceded the situation during the 
afternoon as critical. The last cables 
from London reported an unsettled 
market there, dnd the current rumor 
of trouble on Wall street made capi- 
talists and operators not already loaded 
down afraid to buy. 

Liquidations continued, with drops 
of % and 1 on single sales. The 
greatest decline was in Jersey Central, 
which fell 4 per cent., and Illinois 
Central, 34 per cent., and the Rock 
Island, Burlington, St. Paul and 
Omaha are at the lowest prices in 
many years. 

The stock market was again sub- 
jected to a severe pressure to sell after 
12 o’clock with renewed activity. As 
a rule the declines were sufficient to 
bring prices down to a lower level than 
at any previous time during the pres- 
ent downward movement. St. Paul 
sold below 59, Burlington below 90, 
and Rock Island below 75. 

The losses from the noon figures on 
the general list were slight, but a spe- 
cial weakness was shown in many. 
Illinois Central fell from 99 to 96%. 
The usual feeble rally occurred toward 
2pr.m., but the market displayed no 
,|recuperative power, and a further 
‘|sharp loss was sustained in a few. of 
the specialties. At 2:15 it was com- 
paratively quiet and barley was steady 
at something better than the lowest 
prices of the day.

NEWLANDS BOOK. 


Suggestions as-to a General 


Plan 


For the Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion of the Arid Lands 
of Nevada. 


(Continued from yesterday's edition.) 
; LOWER CARSON RESERVOIR. 
Passing on down the river, near the 
lower end of the canyon below Vail’s 
ranch, and just above Ragtown, is a 
storage site which I have denomi- 


nated the lower Carson reservoir. 
Here, according to surveys which I 
have had made, enough water could 
be stored to cover 40,000 acres one 
foot deep. Thos might the farming 
communities of St. Clair, Stillwater 
and Old River, in Churchill county, 
not only be held free from shortage 
for existing irrigation necessities, but 
be supplied with additional water, 
whereby they may extend the culti- 
vated area over the vast extent of 
desert land in the lower basin of the 
Carson, which cor prises about 100,000 
atres. I have secured almost all the 
land constituting the site of this res- 
ervuir, and hold it subjegt to any 
public enterprise the State may inaug- 
urate during the coming session of the 
Legislature. It forms the site for the 
cheap3st and best reservoir on the 
Carson river. 

Having thus outlined in a very 
general way a system of works 
whereby the waters of this river may 
be conserved and utilized, I pass to a 
consideration of the problems within 
the basin of the Truckee river. 


TRUCKEE RIVER RESERVOIR SITES AND 
IRRIGATION. 

The principal means of water storage 
in the Truckee basin lie well towards 
the headwaters of tne stream, and 
consist of a grand system of natural 


lakes and flat valleys having narrow 
outlets that can be cheaply closed by 
dams. Lake Tahoe, the grandest 
mountain lake on the American con- 
tinent, Donner lake, Independence 
lake, Webber lake, Sardine valley, 
Henness Pass valley, and others which 
I do not here pause to name, are in- 
viting sites for reservoiring enterprises. 
LAKE TAHOE RESERVOIR. 


Tahoe is the greatest lake source 
of supply in the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains, and with an outlet which could 
be dammed for a few hundred dollars, 


it affords the cheapest reservoir space 
kuown in the west. Its water surface 
is 19144 square miles in area, and its 
additional catchment basin is 290 
square miles, a large portion of »which 
is within the heavy snow belt of the 
summit range. I am inclined to think 
that there never will be trouble in 
collecting from two and a half to three 
and a half feet of water in this im- 
mense basin, each foot in depth being 
equal to 122,560 acre-feet of water. 
In some years there are presented to 
its surface a great surplus over these 
conservative amounts, and provision 
should be made to some extent for its 
storage for use in years of exceptional 
drought. 

This lake is now controlled by adam 
operated by the Donner Boom Com- 
pany, in connection with the works 
of the Truckee Lumber Company. Its 
waters flow, and always have flowed, 
into Nevada. We of Nevada should 
own and control them. As a step 
towards this end, I have purchased 
160 acres Of land, through which the 
river runs after leaving the lake, and 
which is so situated (and the fall of 
the river is such) that we now_own a 
rite on which a storage dam may be 
built in case the old dam should rot 
out or be altogether neglected. 


DONNER LAKE RESERVOIR. 


Donner lake presents the most fav- 
orable opportunity for storage next to 
Tahoe. According to surveys and 
examinations wich I have had made, 


when its waters are raised to a level 
twenty feet above the natural outlet, 
and when provision is made for draw- 
ing the supply to a level four feet 
lower than the natural plane, it will 
afford a flow sufficient to cover 22,000 
acres one foot deep—an amonnt amply 
sufficient, even in the driest seasons, 
to protect the 25,000 acres on the 
Truckee meadows against all danger 
of scarcity when used to supplement 
the natural supply which runs in the 
Trackee river until late in the spring. 

For the purpose of contggiling this 
fine reservoir site, the | around 
Dorner lake bas been purchased by 
me, and a dam has been constructed. 
The water from this lake is now going 
down the river and increases its flow. 
In this connection it is well to say 
that much of the land purchased on 
Donner lake will never be covered by 
water, and, being favorably located for 
summer resorts and homes, it can be 
divided up and sold in sunall tracts at 
advanced prices. 

Donner is the only lake which lies 
in sight or within easy reach of the 
railroad. It can be quickly and con- 
veniently reached by the inhabitants 
of the hot foothills and valley country 
of California, from Sacramento to 
Alta. Fixhing bunting, bathing and 
other invigorat pastimes can be in- 
dulged in here, and the participants 
can return homeward the same even- 
ing. This advantage of locality alone 
renders the Donner lake purchases 
certain of future advanced valuations, 
moat a a few eet a — nat- 
u tribu wi sely popu- 
latad. eskdee thin enaiee of wealth, 
the land which will be flooded is cov- 
y growth of timber, 
suitable for lumber, firewood, h 
poles, etc., and it is already sought 
after at good prices.

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| A DREADFUL CHILD. 


Asleep It’s All Right, but Awake 
It Becomes a Ejitten. 


A Strange Tale Reported. from Columbia 
County, N. ¥.—it May Be True, buat 
It Reads Very Mach Like a 
Base Fabrication. 


An eldritch tale, worthy of the dark- 
est and palmiest days of the middle 
ages, comes from the little hamlet of 
Pompoonik, up in Columbia County, 
where a child is said to have been born 
of late which defies competition, al- 
though, fortunately, it does not bafile 
description, says the New York Times. 
While asleep or at rest it appears to 
differ in no respect from the ordinary 
fortnight-old baby of commerce. As it 
slumbers peacefully in its cradle, 
with its breast rising and  fall- 
ing as gently and regularly as 
possible, any feeling woman would 
bless its little heart and look upon it 
with delight and that fluttering senti- 
ment, not unakin to awe, with which 
the entire female world regard sany new- 
ly-arrived traveler from 4he other world 
—providing.ot course, the traveler be not 
a ghost, and, therefore, does not come 
from the wrong side of life. A baby is 
one thing and a ghost is another, al- 
though doubtless both are equally mys- 
terious, and it is quite certain that both 
invariably dress all in white. ‘The 
tones of their voices and their general 
manner of expressing themselves, the 
ability of the one to walk while the 
other seems able only to kick and wrig- 
gle, easily-mark the essential distinc- 
tion between them. There are doubt- 
less other peculiarities which will en- 
able almost any woman to tell ata 
glance whether a particular object is a 
ghost or a baby, althouga those peculi- 
arities might not readily find accurate 
definition even at the hands of a woman 
of most unusual discernment and pro- 
found sagacity. 

As has already been remarked, the 
Coiumbia County child, when asleep or 
at rest, seems, cven to the female eye 
and heart, to be nothing but a baby. 
Its complexion, perhaps is not all that 
could be desired; there is a slight sus- 
picion of incongruity—a certain despar- 
ityof proportions—between the mold- 
ing of its nose and that of its upper lip, 
and there is a paucity of hair, or rather 
of fuzz, on its head, and, these things 
can hardly fail to produce a painful im- 
pression upon the mind of any unpreju- 
diced observer, just as they doin all 
cases in which very young infants are 
involved. Atallevents, every woman 
who sees it sleeping and whois not arc- 
quainted with the little peculiarities it 
exhibits in its waking moments de- 
clares thatitis simply a lovely, little, 
precious darling—which itisn’t by any 
means. 

For when, rousing from its slumbers, 
it opens its bright eyes upon the world, 
it neitber lies still nor begins to wail 
like an ordinary baby of its age. Rather 
does it assume at once the character of 
a little kitten, climbs over the side of 
the cradle ina jiffy, and, if left in un- 
disturbed possession of itself, sets about 
to Rave a liveiy trolic, in which one of 
its legs does for it duties similar to 
those which a kitten’s tail sometimes 
does for the kitten. While engaged in 
this sort of exercise it will tumble heels 
over head and roll about on the floor 
like amy ball, and doing itself no more 
harm than if it were a gutta-percha 
child. If a spool or some small object 
of the kind be thrown to it, this uncan- 
ny babe will toss it about, boxing it now 
with one tiny hand and now with the 
other, picking it up with its toes and 
throwing it over its head, and scamper- 
ing about, as fully acquainted with the 
relations of the minor things of this 
wurld as a cat of its ave would be. Its 
arms are vory strong, and its hands 
have good a grip that it 
pull itself up a rope and clamber 
to the top of a bedpost, where it 
will sit forsome time calmly surveying 
the spectators with an air of sagacity 
appalling to behold in one so young. 
It is, of course, impossible to give any 
satisfactory explanation of the singular 
conduct of this interesting babe, al- 
though, undoubtedly, mere perversity 
and nature’s love for freaks has some- 
thing to do with the matter.
